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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP S 2172.01 . The omitted element is an 'ablation device' being 
controlled according to the determined optic and geometrical data of the eye as 
claimed. 

Note: the preamble of independent claim 14 recites method for controlling an 
ablation device (laser source). In the body of the claim, the applicant recites the step of 
"controlling the [ablation] device." However, the applicant fails to positively recite the 
ablation device in the body of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ruiz US 
Patent No. 6,129,722. 

Ruiz discloses ophthalmic apparatus and method for correcting vision disorders 
of the eye, the method comprising: 

determining optic and geometrical data of the eye (topographically mapping in 
detail the irregularities and surface deviations of the cornea); 

performing a graphical simulation of the ablation in the form of a graphic 
visualization (providing an interface system, which receives the optic and geometrical 
data and allows the surgeon to simulate and visualize surgical alternatives); and 

controlling a surgical laser system for ablation of the eye according to the graphic 
data as claimed (receiving and manipulating the obtained topographical data and 
providing control command to a surgical laser). See the abstract; col. 14, lines 44-48; 
and claims 29 and 34. 

Claims 14-28 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Cox et al. US Patent No. 7,130,835. 

Cox et al. disclose apparatus and methods of use for providing refractive 
corrections of a patient's eye, the apparatus comprising: a treatment laser for 
generating ablative laser beams; a diagnostic system such as wavefront sensor, 
aberrometer, pachymeter, topographer, and tonometer; and an electronic data 
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processing and control system for controlling refractive correction of the eye as claimed 
(see Figures 1-4). 

With respect to the limitation "controlling the device for the ablation" as recited in 
amended claim 14, Cox et al. further teach a method of controlling a surgical laser 
based on determined topographic data of the eye (see the abstract and Figs. 1-4). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US patent No. 7,1 1 1 ,938 to Andino et al. discloses a lens design and 
manufacturing system wherein corneal topography of the eye is obtained, 
displayed in a computer system, and retinal image quality is simulated and 
displayed in the same computer system as graphical representation.
